For tieth Congress is concerned, it should be 
Parcels Post 
Reslinediion. remembered that the adherents of par- 
cels postism are strengthening their po- 
sition to their utmost and while success has been 
achieved temporarily, the measure is one that may be 
again brought forward for congressional action at a 
comparatively early date when another congress will 
be besought to take the matter up and act upon it. It 
will be prudent, therefore, to have all our opposing 
elements kept in shape and ready for another struggle 
along the same lines, as the same concerted effort is 
quite sure to be required and possibly even a greater 
effort upon the resurrection of the parcels post bill 
and the attempt to have it made a law. All the op- 
posing organizations that aided in winning the initial 
victory should be kept closely lined up for prompt 
action whenever occasion requires and interest in the 
matter should be kept thoroughly awake and keenly 
alive and alert to the end that when action is again 
required, as it surely will be, the retail hosts that 
routed the enemy may be as well or even better pre- 
pared for battle than was the case in the first encoun- 
ter. Keep the subject alive, keep the retail organ- 
izations intact, keep on discussing the subject and 
when action is demanded everybody will be ready to 
act and to act vigorously, intelligently and advisedly. 








In an editorial entitled “A Heating Furnace Prob- 
lem,” in its January 11 issue, THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
took occasion to call attention to 

AF urnace certain unfortunate conditions under 
Pe at F which the American heating furnace in- 
dustry is laboring, by pointing out di- 

rectly many of the weak spots in the business as it 
is conducted at the present time and to an extent to 
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suggest remedies, that if adopted will, we believe, 
bring about a greatly bettered condition of affairs. 
Chief among the suggestions offered was a vigor- 
ous and systematic campaign of education in matters 
relating to heating furnaces without regard to any 


particular furnace, set of furnaces, or class of fur- 


naces, it being believed that a good dissemination of 


certain fixed laws concerning which even average fur- 
nace dealers and operatives are lamentably ignorant, if 
properly presented in a widespread manner among 
retailers and operatives who have to do with selling 
and installing furnaces in a retail way will result in 
certain sure and speedy betterment to everybody in- 
terested in the business and vastly bettered condition 
of affairs as relates to all furnace manufacturers. We 
thus revert to this’ subject for the purpose of calling 
attention to an opportunity for furnace manufactur- 
ers to get together and do something for themselves 
along educational lines without any great expense or 
organization other than to work together and share in 
a slight cost of an effort in the direction indicated as 
a starter, at least, that would seem to promise results 
that would make a more complete effort along educa- 
tional lines an inevitable conclusion. 


The educational proposition as it relates to furnace 
dealers and furnace installing operatives is not a 
wholly new one. The same suggestion has been of- 
fered frequently heretofore and although much inter- 
est has always been awakened thereby nothing of prac- 
tical and systematic nature has ever been undertaken 
in this direction. Mr. R. S. Thompson, of Spring- 
field, Ohio, an accepted authority on heating and ven- 
tilation and an expert of wide experience in heating 
furnace affairs in an excellent paper read before the 
third annual convention of the National Association 
of Master Sheet Metal Workers in Cleveland, O., in 
August, 1907, suggested a necessity for going even fur- 
ther in the educational plan by setting out upon a plan 
to educate present and prospective furnace owners in 
which connection he says: 

“Education of the furnace maker, education of the 
furnace dealer, education of the furnace worker, is im- 
portant, but all this will avail little until we have edu- 
cated the prospective furnace owner out of the idea 
that a hot air plant is a hot air plant, that no scientific 
knowledge or skill is required in its installation, and 
that the only question involved is “How cheaply can I 
get it put in?” And he must be educated into the idea 
that it requires brains, ability and a liberal amount of 
good material to properly install a hot air plant, and 
that brains, ability and material are worth paying for. 

“I was once called to examine a house which some 
other parties had tried to heat with a furnace but had 
failed. The owner was of the opinion that it could not 
be heated with hot air. After examination I told him 
that it could be heated perfectly. He looked at me 
skeptically and said: ‘Others have tried and failed. 
Don’t you suppose that hot air will do as much for one 
man as for another?’ I replied: 
anything for one man or for another. 
act according to the natural laws to which it is sub- 
ject. If one man constructs his apparatus in con- 
formity with these natural laws he will succeed. If 
another man fails to construct his apparatus in con- 


‘Hot air will not do 
It will always 
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formity with these laws he will fail.’ We need more 
knowledge of natural law among furnace men, but of 
what avail will this knowledge be, if in consequence 
of the lack of proper education of the prospective fur- 
nace owner he considers nothing in placing his contract 
but the matter of first cost? I believe this organiza- 
tion could engage in no more profitable work than a 
‘campaign of education’ along these lines. 

“Such a campaign would be an inspiration and en- 
couragement to more scientific study and higher stand- 
ards among furnace men themselves. Under existing 
conditions and with current popular ideas on hot air 
heating there is little to induce the average furnace 
man to give the subject the scientific study it deserves. 
He knows that if he makes an estimate on a thoroughly 
first-class job properly installed, ‘he will have little 
prospect of securing the contract. That will be given 
to the man who bases his estimate on the smallest fur- 
nace and the poorest work that can be made to heat the 
house under forced conditions.” 


This extract is made use of as indicating the de- 
plorable ignorance that prevails relating to govern- 
ing laws of heating and ventilation in a general way. 
It would seem, however, that the proper channel 
through which the education of furnace owners should 
be derived should be the men having in charge the af- 
fairs and the conduct of the details of the heating fur- 
nace business both in the planning and the execution 
thereof. There are not so many of them as to make it 
a matter of serious difficulty to reach and influence 
them. Indeed there are channels open through which 
they may be reached readily and it may be said that 
they are altogether anxious to learn. 

The retail hardware dealers of America, through 
state and national associations, is better organized 
than any class of retail merchants was ever-known to 
be. Outside of its national association every state 
has its own state organization and during the first few 
months of each year all of them hold annual meetings. 
The season in which their meetings are held is one in 
which these merchants may most conveniently absent 
themselves from their stores and they regularly get 
together in their conventions to talk and be talked to, 
and to discuss and to listen to discussions on topics re- 
lating to their common calling. These events would 
seem to afford an ideal opportunity for furnace manu- 
facturers to lay before all these merchants who do 
practically all the furnace business of the country, 
such facts, figures and arguments as would go right 
directly to the root of all furnace troubles and straight- 
en out all the misunderstandings and correct and 
eliminate the many faulty practices in furnace selling 
and furnace work that are so disastrous to the fur- 
nace business specifically and generally. 

That retail furnace men are thoroughly anxious to 
learn more about this business is not at all an open 
question as the affirmative is clearly evidenced in the 
interest that attaches to the practical talks on heating 
and ventilation that are being given in various hard- 
ware association meetings now by Mr. H. J. Fueller, 
of Philadelphia, who through invitations from the as- 
sociations gives lectures upon the subject indicated and 
these lectures be it said, awaken more interest among 
the assembled hardware men than does any one fea- 
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ture of any other topic brought up in the many meet 
ings. Let there-be a number of Fuellers kept ou: 
among these conventions so that all the members of 
all the hardware associations may have plenty of tho: 

oughly practical fundamental heating and ventilating 
laws and theories submitted to them by experts whos: 
reputations are such as will command respect and con- 
fidence and there will be a noticeably bettered condi- 
tion in American heating furnace affairs. 








How many of us in our business are hampered and 
worried by mistakes? Hampered by mistakes in the 
material which we purchase and worried 
A Method 08 by the mistakes current in our own prod- 
Lessening - 
.Mistakes. uct which has reached our customers. 
It is no doubt an impossibility to elim- 
inate mistakes, but by far the greater number of 
errors could be detected before leaving the manu- 
facturer, by a careful and thorough inspection. We 
all insist on an examination or inspection of our prod- 
uct before it leaves our establishment, but how thor- 
ough is this inspection? Some of us insist upon the 
inspection of a piece of goods as it passes from one 
department to another, in the course of production, 
but if a mistake is detected, do we directly charge it 
against the department -or individual ? 


If the class of work be paid for by the piece, then 
without much ado it is sent back to the individual 
who made it and discounted. If the error be made 
by a day hand, and in some instances we do not feel 
justified in directly charging such individuals as we 
do piece workers, then all such expense which has 
been incurred by the error, should be charged to the 
department wherein it was made. Ofttimes the ex- 
pense provoked by mistakes plus the operating charge 
of the department wherein such charges were ¢gon- 
sidered low, will make the total expense in that de- 
partment abnormally high. This frequently_ happens 
in the shipping departments of large houses. -If a 
mistake is permitted to pass the shipping department, 
it is impossible to check it before it reaches the cus- 
tomer. The cause of this error involves the extra ex- 
pense of correspondence, telegrams, freight of parts 
to rectify the error, extra cartage, mechanic’s time for 
replacing parts, and various other charges too numer- 
ous to mention. In instances of this kind, a profit on 
a piece of goods is more than wasted by the expense 
of the rectification of the error. If the cost of cor- 
recting mistakes was charged against the department 
in which the goods are made, in figuring the manu- 
facturing cost, and put up to the head of such depart- 
ment as part of their productive cost it would surely 
cause closer inspection of their work to be made, 
which would in turn catch many errors before they 
reached customers.

Under an order from Circuit Judge Kinne, the De- 
troit Trust Company, receivers of the Glazier Stove 
Company of Chelsea, Mich., have been ordered to re- 
open the stove plant and put it in operation imme- 
diately.

In ordinary base-burner practice it has been the cus- 
tom to arrange the line of fire travel in a manner that 
provide for its confinement to two flues (up and 
down) at the back corners and a _ winding sweep 
through the base of the structure. A very distinct 
and somewhat revolutionary departure has been made 
from this custom in the planning and construction of 
the Monitor Radiator base-burner, which is illustrated 
herewith. This stove is built along wholly original 
lines and in its operating methods wholly differs from

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through the five large cast iron front radiator flues. 
Then in a spread out form they sweep backward 
through the base flue, covering every portion of its 
radiating plates—top, bottom and sides—and from 
here they ascend the back main exit flue 





though completely enveloping the inner large venti- 
duct flue in the regular line of travel. It would seem 
that this process would provide an enormous amount 
of heat, not only for the front radiator flue plates, but 
also for all other plates with which the hot current 
comes in contact and that practically all the heat 
produced by the fire is retained within the apartment

other base burners in the field, its method being to car- 
ry the hottest part of the heat elements promptly to 
the front of the structure which practically always 
stands well out into the room where the radiated heat 
may be more generously and more reliably distributed 
than from any other situation. To this end there are 
provided five flues to occupy the entire lower front of 
the body and this section.is so built as to allow a free 
circulaton of air around all of the five large cast front 
flues. A large deep fire pot is provided, and the ash 
pit door is at the side of the base instead of in front; 
the base flue, as is indicated in the illustration, is clear 
free and undivided. In practice the fire elements leav- 
ing the top of the firepot go to the front then dip down

WONDERFUL LIGHTNING 


Oemonstrations of Its Remarkable Force and Actions— 
Origin of the Lightning Stroke—Numerous Reports of 
Curious Freaks of Lightning—Protection From 
Lightning—Beneficial Results of 
Lightning Strokes.

This subject which has already been continued 
through two numbers, is here presented running along 
the same lines as heretofore and with somewhat in- 
creasing interest. The subject will be continued be- 


yond the present installment. 

Another case similar to that of Jerry Carson happened 
on August 7, 1892, at Tannersville, N. Y., where lightning 
struck the house of Alex Wagner. It overturned a bedstead 
and stove and severely shocked Mr. Wagner and his wife, 
who were in bed at the time. 

Another case similar to the one at Wilder’s Place, near 
Victoria, Tex., is the one that happened at Stamford, Conn., 
on July 7, 1887. Three boys sought refuge from a storm in 
a barn. They sat very close together in a row. Lightning 
struck the barn and killed both outside boys, leaving the center 
one entirely uninjured. 

From the foregoing narratives we see that lightning’s 
actions vary when conditions were apparently the same. 

That lightning performs some wonderful and remark- 
able feats is well known to those who have studied its ac- 
tions. Thus on May 17, 1891, at Norwich, Conn., it per- 
formed two unusual feats at a house on Bean Hill. It cut 
half an inch off the rim of an inverted goblet on a table 
and left the goblet sitting as it found it. The work is said 
to have been done as neatly as if it had been cut with a 
diamond. It also set the hands of a clock four hours in 
advance of the true time without stopping the clock. 

Another remarkable occurrance was that of July 9, 1801, 
at New Salem, Vt. Mr. Arent S. Vandyck, who lives in 
an old mansion at the foot of the Heldeberg mountains, 
states that during a severe storm at night the house was 
struck by lightning and the inmates stunned for a moment, 
but recovering they hastened to discover what damage had 
been done. In the parlor there was hung quite a collection 
of Revolutionary swords, one of which was heavily silver 
plated. Upon a sofa directly beneath this sword lay what was 
apparently a silver image of a cat; as far as the shape and 
posture of the animal were concerned it might have been a 
live cat. Each glittering hair was separate and distinct and 
each silvery bristle of the whiskers described a graceful 
curve as in life. The family cat had been killed and electro- 
plated by lightning. The sword had been sfripped of all of 
its silver, the hilt was gone, the scabbard was but a strip of 
blackened steel. In one of the panes of glass in the window 
was found a round hole about the size of a half dollar, 
where the lightning had evidently entered. There was a 
charred streak across the sash where the charge passed on 
its way to the sword, down which it passed to the cat, carry- 
ing with it the silver, which it deposited upon the animal. 

With the foregoing demonstrations in mind, we can truth- 
fully say it is a wonderful as well as a destructive force of 
nature, one that it behooves us to provide means of protec- 
tion and ta procure places of safety or refuge. It is to be 
hoped, however, that we can find more secure refuge than did 
Mrs. George Phelps, a widow, residing 14 miles east of Deni- 
son, Tex., who, during a severe thunderstorm, on June 3iIst, 
1893, sought refuge in the cellar of her home, when she was 
killed by a bolt of lightning while sitting on a chair. Many 
persons believe in the virtue of prayer, but at the inquest upon 
the body of Mrs. Catherine A. Cody, of Fifty-first and Arch 
streets, Philadelphia, who was killed by lightning during the 
storm of September 2d, 1801, it was developed that imme- 
diately before the terrible report which agcompanied the 
deadly stroke, Mrs. Cody, who was in mortal fear of light- 
ning, had been on her knees praying. 
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At Sandersville, Ga., August 20th, 1903, during a storm 
one afternoon, a well on the farm of Col. J. N. Gilmore was 
struck by lightning. A dense volume of steam at once 
emanated from the well and the water boiled at a terrific rate. 
A pail was lowered into the well and the water set out to 
cool. In the course of an hour a man named Bill Ford put 
his finger in the water when he received a severe shock. 

That lightning often falls upon dwellings, barns, trees, in 
open fields is well known. It is singular that persons will 
seek refuge from a storm by seeking the shelter of trees. 
During the summer months, almost daily the newspapers 
record deaths by lightning under trees. To seek the shelter 
of trees is to invite destruction; it is far better and safer to 
remain exposed to the rain. In one month during 1891, | 
have record of the following deaths by lightning under trees 
where more than one person was killed. On June 22d, 1891, 
at Jessup, Ga., two negro boys driving a pair of ponies sought 
shelter under a shade tree; lightning struck the tree, killed 
the boys and the ponies and did but little damage to the tree. 
On June 25th, 1891, near Princeton, Ky., a farmer named 
Wicks and his 12-year-old son sought refuge from the rain 
under a small tree in a fence corner. Lightning struck the 
tree, killing both father and son. This was the fourth acci- 
dent of this kind in this section within two weeks. On July 
3, 1891, near Bells Mills, Clebourne county, Alabama, Lemuel 
and Elijah Kampbell were plowing in a large field; a thunder- 
storm coming on they sought shelter with their mules under a 
tree. They had only been there a short time when lightning 
struck the tree they were under, killing both the boys and the 
two mules. The boys were twins and were much attached to 
each other. Their father is one of the most prominent farm- 
ers in Clebourne county. On July 15th, 1891, at West 
Chester, Pa.. two Italians named Nicola Valerio and Donarto 
Conoto sought shelter under a large cottonwood tree which 
was struck and both men were killed. James Dolan, who 
was riding past at the time on horseback was about 20 feet 
from the tree when it was struck. Dolan and his horse both 
were knocked down and stunned. On July 24th, 1891, near 
Greenville, Ill. Wm. Hampton and John Ewing, both farmers, 
were out squirrel hunting and seeking shelter from the rain 
they got under a tree which was struck and both men were 
killed. Each leaves a wife and quite a large family of children. 
On July 28th, 1891, at Warren, O., John Turmason and Ed- 
ward Caldwell were seated under a tree watching a game of 
baseball. A storm came up and lightning struck the tree and 
both men were instantly killed. In the above accidents twelve 
lives were lost in the short period of about a month, and all 
through the carelessness of the persons seeking shelter under 
trees during thunderstorms. I could give many other cases 
of like nature but these will suffice.

arrangement is very good. The fact that the display 
matter is seriesed-is thoroughly commendable, but the 
fact that the seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth line 
which apparently it was desirable to display are 
thrown up in a type that is at least one or two sizes 
too large rather upsets the good effect of the adver- 
tisement. We think the advertisement would be im- 
proved if each of the paragraph opening lines started 
in black display and then continued in the same type 
as is used in lines one, two, three, four and five and 
that style was continued down to the address line, 
the entire advertisement would be much more attrac- 
tive. However, the advertisement is a fairly good one 
and it runs along lines that are very nearly altogether 
correct. This advertisement occupied 3 inches double 
column in the Daily Chronicle of Muskegon, Mich. 
The advertisement of the “Glenwood Store,” in 
which the Glenwood range is advertised, is what is 
commonly known as a “reminder” advertisement. We 
mean by this that apparently the range is fairly well 
known in the community in which it is advertised and 
that the advertisement’s purpose is to again call at- 
tention to this range in particular. To this end the 
advertisement is an excellent one. It is good and 
strong in its type selections and in the arrangement 
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thereof, but the printing is not as good as it ought 
to be. It will be noticed that the illgstration of the 
range does not show at all clearly and that there is a 
very bad white spot in the back shelf standard just 
above the first shelf. If this is an imperfection in the 
cut the advertiser should have known it is advance. 
If it is the fault of the printer he should be given a

WANTED PRACTICAL IDEAS. 








It is gratifying to note that a keen interest has been 
awakened among’ practical furnace men-for this de- 
partment, there having appeared under this heading 
during the past four weeks some very excellent com- 
munications that have been contributed by men who 
know about furnaces, who know about them accurately 
and who fortunately have the knack of putting their 
ideas into such shape as to make them not only in- 
structive but also thoroughly interesting. It is pleas- 
ing to note that in connection with practically all of 
the letters here referred to. the writers have individ- 
ually come out with invitations to other furnace men 
to contribute their experiences or their thoughts on 
furnace matters to the end that furnace men gener- 
ally may be benefited thereby. In some of these com- 
munications practically but a single idea has been put 
forth, but such ideas have been very excellent ones 
and in nearly all cases they have been ideas concern- 
ing which many furnace men need enlightenment. It 
is to be hoped that tinners and others who do the 
actual work on furnace installations may be interested 
to an extent that will induce them to write for this 
department. What we want is ideas, experience and 
as many wrinkles and kinks relating to successful 
furnace setting as is possible for us to procure. We 
want all furnace workers and furnace salesmen to in- 
terest themselves in the matter that appears under the 
above heading regularly. Write us and if it is your 
wish for us to edit your comunication we will be very 
glad to do so. The following communications will be 
found of interest to all who have to do with furnaces 
or furnace work: 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have chosen to write you concerning my ideas of 
“What constitutes a good furnace.” It has been my experi- 
ence that very few dealers or buyers, and in fact very few 
manufacturers, know this very simple problem, namely, what 
constitutes a good furnace. Consequently I will try to tell 
what I have found to be the leading faults and also make 
some suggestions as to how to remedy them, also how | 
would choose points for a good furnace. The first great 
fault I have found in most furnaces is in the size of the 
jacket. This I find in most cases to be entirely too small in 
proportion to the size of the body of furnace. I have in 
mind one job in particular that I had some years ago. It 
was with one of the standard makes of furnaces and one of 
the larger sizes and after I had the job all completed it did 
not work satisfactorily at all. It just would not heat the 
house on cold days. I had been very particular on this job 
in every way, so that I was satisfied the whole trouble lay 
in the furnace, so after thinking the matter all over and 
studying it carefully I concluded that the jacket was too 
small for the castings, as there was hardly 3 inches space 
between it‘and the radiator, so I took the furnace down and 
made a new hood for it and put in a piece in the back and 
made the jacket 10 inches wider. Say! You would be sur-< 
prised how much better that furnace worked. It did not ’ 
seem to be the same furnace at all. I wrote the company 
that made the furnace about the trouble and how I fixed it, 
but they politely told me that I did not understand my busi- 
nesses but they did, and that it was no fault of the furnace 
if I had put it in properly. Well, you know what I did with 
that company. Of course I found other and better made 
furnaces. But this is not the only company that makes 
this mistake in their furnaces. I have found a number of 
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them, in fact there are very few who have not this grea 
fault. Now, also on this ~jacket question -I. find that mos 
furnace men make their hoods too small or too low to le: 
the air be properly mixed and allow of its free passage t 
the different pipes. This should also be looked after so as no; 
to choke the circulation too much. I have found that good 
warm air circulates more freely, heats up a house better an 
is far more healthy to breathe than superheated air. Next in 
choosing a furnace, if it is a cast furnace I would be very 
careful to see that it was properly proportioned, namely, that 
it had a good large flued radiator and smoke pipe and had 
no places in which the soot could accumulate, so as to bothe 
the draft or heating power and not have too large a fire 
pot, but a very large combustion chamber. I would also se 
that the radiator and body of furnace had plenty of spacc 
between the castings so it would not cause it to burn out 
too quickly, and thus become a short lived furnace. Here 
I believe is another of the great faults in many furnaces, 
namely, the castings are too close together to allow a fre 
passage of air between them, consequently they are very 
apt to be very short lived. Another thing to be looked after 
is the fastenings of the door frames to the: body of the 
furnace. These should have plenty of bolts so as to prevent 
any liability of their coming loose with the expansion and 
contraction of, the metal which a great many do. I would not 
have a down draft furnace, for this reason. I have found 
that if you can keep warm the gases rising from the coal a 
larger percent of them will be consumed, and this may be 
done with the top radiator type of furnace, whereas in the 
down draft you cause the gases to be more or less cooled 
by drawing them down in the lower part of the jacket 
where they come in contact with the cold air arising. One 
can learn this by watching the smoke that comes out of 
the chimney. It will be noticed in the case of a down draft 
furnace that blacker smoke is given off, on the other hand 
a top radiator furnace will give off whiter smoke, which 
indicates less gas. Of course some will perhaps contra- 
dict this: statement, but I give this simply as my experience 
In case of a steel furnace I would look out for all the points 
mentioned here and also would be very careful to see that 
there was a good sized air space between the body of furnace 
and the firepot or lining so as to prevent its being too easily 
burned out; also if possible cast iron linings wherever the 
flame came in direct contact with the body of the furnace 
But I would not want any combination of cast iron and 
steel upon any outside portion of the body, as their ex- 
pansion is unequal and would give more or ,less- trouble 
about “gasing.” I would want all steel or all cast and all 
seams on the steel body well riveted. Of course there are 
many faults in many furnaces that I might mention, but I 
will not be selfish. I will leave them open for some one 
else to have a chance to tell about, and besides I guess this 
is enough for this time. I hope these few suggestions may 
be of some use to some one. I will write again in the 
future in regard to the proper installation of a furnace, as

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

“Not many years ago the deflecting type of wall register 
that is now so thoroughly popular and so well known 
through the trade journals and otherwise, was unknown. It 
is hard to convince the older furnace men that the new wall 
register is as good as the old floor register and many of 
them still insist in cutting holes in floors and telling house 
owners that the wall register is a failure. Because some one 
has advanced an idea that is a better one than ours, is that 
any reason why we should condemn it? There are wall 
registers that have ample capacity for heating ordinary 
rooms and -1 can see no reason why there should be any 
duobt about it. I would prefer placing two in one room if 
necessary, rather than use a floor register. Wall registers 
have the advantage of being out of the way. They are 
much more cleanly than floor registers and owing to their 
position there is no opportunity for small articles to get lost 
in them as is quite common when floor registers are wsed. 
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n order that all work may be absolutely fire proof I make 
t a practice to line register openings With sheet zinc before 
»lacing the register box into position. Some furnace workers 
iake it a practice to use asbestos paper for lining, but zinc 
is a better non-conductor of heat and is something that mice 
will not destroy. I would like to ask if anyone has ever 
ised water instead of paste when covering the hot air pipes? 
There is more or less dust in the furnace room that is oc- 
casioned by removing ashes or putting in coal and in order 
to keep this dust from going into the rooms above I cover, 
with asbestos paper all openings around the register boxes 
and also the joints in the cold air ducts, especially when a 
shoe is used instead of a pit. 

But the most important of all is to select a furnace that 
promises to be economical and which has a large amount of 
radiating surface. It is difficult to always correctly calculate 
the percentage of heat that is lost through the smoke flue 
and for that reason I prefer a furnace with a long fire travel 
in order to give the heat that is moving with the smoke and 
gases an opportunity to exert itself upon the plates of the 
furnace and thus an opportunity to radiate before entering 
the smoke flue. A very good way to test this is to make the 
smoke pipe with galvanized iron and if the galvanizing melts 
or comes off you are certainly losing a large amount of 
heat or if it does not come off and if the furnace is doing 
its work you may be assured that you have an economical 
plant. ] - 

“In some localities the all steel furnace is taking the 
lead, but I greatly prefer the cast iron furnace as a fuel 
saver and it is much more convenient to get the several 
separate pieces of such a furnace through narrow doors and 
stairways than it is to convey larger riveted-together steel 
furnace bodies through the same spaces. Only quite recently 
I was obliged to make a hole in the foundation of a house 
in order to get an all-steel furnace into the basement. It is 
possible that manufacturers do not take these things into 
consideration, but the furnace workmen who are obliged 
to attend to all of these final details find such experiences 
as I have related exceedingly annoying. It is not always 
possible to set a furnace over a pit or into a pit on account 
of water, but this is a proper method nevertheless. While 
these short articles in which 1 have endeavored to explain 
my methods of doing furnace work may not appear as scien- 
tific as they might be, they are notwithstanding the every 
day experiences of a practical furnace man, and I hope they 
may at least assist in -encouraging others to offer their 
thoughts and experiences in a like manner. I am anxious 
to have all furnace men come out with their suggestions, 
criticisms and experiences and I trust that more of them will 
do so, as each effort .along these lines tends to more thor- 
oughly interest everybody in the investigation of furnace 
problems. Are we progressing or are we standing still 
while other fellows are doing what we should? I would 
like to hear from some furnace workers in the South, where 
they don’t have to consider temperatures of 40 degrees be-

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4 MOLDED TRANSITION FROM SQUARE TO 
TO OCTAGON. 








BY LOUIS OEHRING. 

In constructing finals or like ornaments the pattern 
cutter is sometimes confronted with a proposition of 
a nature like the problem presented here. The article 
is to have a square base and change from that to oc- 
tagon. 

First draw the elevation as if the article was to be 
constructed square; that is, draw the outline A B CF 
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To complete elevation draw lines parallel to B G 
from the points from B to C. From line J T and P K 
project lines upward from the points established by 
lines crossing them to the lines drawn parallel to b G. 
Through the points established by the crossing of the 
same representative lines draw the irregular lines B D 
and E G, which completes the elevation. 

It will now be necessary to construct a section of 
the gore piece (y), the section of this being different 
than for the other parts, as that shown by A B C of 
elevation. Draw the line J Y of plan, which is the 
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G II, then draw the plan I J K L. Divide the curve 
of the elevation into equal parts as shown by numerals 
3 to 9. Project 9 and 10 to line I L of plan and 
continue indefinitely, assuming that at point 9 of ele- 
vation is where the completed octagon is established. 
We now construct the octagon in plan as here shown 
by M S TP QR, which is one-half of complete plan. 
Draw the lines S J and J T, P K and K Q. Within 
the lines J S T we have a gore-shaped piece with 
which we accomplish the results. required. Project 
from elevation the points from 1 to 11 to the J S in 
plan. and from that line, parallel to S T to line J T, 
‘and from J T parallel to T P to line P K. 





x 

center line of the gore piece; parallel to this line draw 
the line U V. From the gore piece (y) extend all 
lines drawn parallel to S T indefinitely, crossing the 
line U V as here shown. On this section make g I1 
equal to g 11 of elevation, f 9’ and 10’ equal to f 9 
and 10 of elevation, and so on for each line; then 
through these points draw the irregular line U to 11’, 
thereby completing the section. 

We now can proceed to draw the pattern for the 
gore piece. Extend the line J Y indefinitely to B 
and on it set off the stretchout of the section for (v). 
as here shown by 3’ to 11’. Through these points 


draw lines parallel to S T. From the lines J S and 
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J T project the points parallel to B Y, crossing the 
parallel lines drawn in the pattern. Through the 
points thus established draw the irregular lines B C 
and B D, thereby completing patterns. 

To draw the pattern for the part shown by A B C 
DE GH of elevation, draw the line W X at right 
angles to J K; on it set off the stretchout of the sec- 
tion shown by A B C of elevation; through these 
points draw lines parallel to J K. From J T P K drop 
projectors parallel to W X until they cross the parallel 
lines just drawn; through the points thus established 
draw the irregular lines A B C D E G H of this pat- 
tern, thereby completing it. 

It will require four pieces of each kind to make a 
complete base. The pieces cut from each pattern 
must be formed like the section from which their 
stretchouts have been taken.

Trade 


HARDWARE. 

All branches of the hardware industry are at the 
present time in the state of quiet. The weather condi- 
tions during the past week have been peculiarly un- 
favorable to all retail interests in all lines of trade and 
hardware matters naturally shape themselves along the 
same lines as other interests at this season of the year. 
Retail stocks throughout the Western country are in 
thoroughly good shape and are much stronger than is 
usual during the month of January; hence there is 
less occasion than usual to take on more stock-even to 
the extent of filling in orders. It was not expected 
that the month of January will witness any activity in 
hardware in any year; hence jobbing lines are thor- 
oughly quiet. Among hardware manufacturers a period 

‘of considerable activity has begun in anticipation of 
a brisk spring business within a very few weeks. Wire 
manufacturing interests are already thoroughly awak- 
ened and find it necessary to be so in order to take 
care of the supply of fencing material that come in 
early from Southern territory. This movement has al- 
ready begun and as a consequence wire fencing is now 
more active than other hardware lines. Collections 
are reported altogether satisfactory and the outlook is 
considered very good. 

The agricultural demand for wire products, es- 
pecially from the southwest, continues very active. 
Jobbers are supplementing their stocks in anticipation 
of a good spring trade. Prices are without change. 
We quote to jobbers, Chicago delivery, as follows: 
Wire nails, $2.23 ; painted barb wire, $2.38 ; galvanized 
barb wire, $2.68 ; smooth annealed wire, $2.08 ; smooth 
galvanized wire, $2.38; polished staples, $2.23; gal- 
vanized staples, $2.63. Carload lots to retailers, 5 
cents higher ; less than carload lots, 15 cents higher. 

Our quotations on cut nails are: Iron cut, by car 
loads to jobbers, $2.38; cars to retailers, $2.43; steel 
cut to jobbers, car lots, $2.28; to retailers, car lots, 


$2.33. 


TIN PLATE. 


The recent drop in tin plate prices seems to have 
been unproductive of an augmented business. Con- 
sumers are still buying in small lots, owing to the 
meager orders on their books for finished material. 
Prices are 100-pound coke plates $3.70 at Pittsburgh 
mills, with the independents quoting $3.65. Price 
f o b Swansea for tin plate is 11s 74%d. Arrivals of 
tin plate for the week ending Jan 18 were 27,970 boxes 
at this port, and 50 boxes at Philadelphia. Stocks of 
tin plate in Swansea on Jan. 9 were 131,636 boxes, 
against 84,879 at the same time a year ago.

Report. 


COPPER. 


The feature of the week’s copper market was the 
advance of the United Metals Selling Co.’s prices to a 
basis of 14%c for electrolytic copper from 14@14%c. 
The advance was not followed by the independents, 
but is regarded as a sign of the improved condition of 
the business. The Metals Selling Company reports 
some small business done on the new quotations, and 
there is little likelihood that this price will be receded 
from in the near future. This is the first time since 
the utter demoralization of the copper market in the 
early fall of last year that the large selling agency has 
announced a fixed price for the metal. Since October 
it has followed the lead of the independents and sold 
“at the market.” This arbitrary fixing of a price by 
the United Company is.thought to mean that under 
the heavy shipments of Europe, the easier monetary 
situation and the heavy restriction of the output that 
the large company has the situation well under con- 
trol, and can successfully carry the market in the near 
future, or at least until 2 buying movement among the 
domestic consumers develops. Business during the 
week was limited to small lots of electrolytic done be- 
tween 14 and 14%c, with little eagerness to trade 
noted on the part of either consumers or producers. 
Prices on the New York Metal Exchange were un- 
changed at 1334@14c for Lake, 1354@13%c for elec- 
trolytic and 1334@13% for casting copper. 

The London market has shown a better tone during 
the week, best selected advancing tos, to £66 10s. In 
the warrant market standard spot advanced 15s, to 
£62, while standard futures gained 12s, 6d, to £62 
12s 6d. Trading was moderate. 

Exports from New York were 5,556 tons, making 
a total of 31,162 tons since the beginning of the year. 
Exports of copper this month will probably be the 
heaviest for any: individual month in the history of the 
trade.

7.15 per 100 pounds. 


SHEETS. 


There is little new business in light sheets although 
there is reported’a fair business in the heavier gauges 
running along from No. to to No. 18. Galvanized 
sheets are also active and specifications are being re- 
ceived by manufacturers indicating a satisfactory ton- 
nage at this time of the year. Individual orders are not 
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running very large as yet but the indications are that 
prospective building operations will increase the de- 
mand for lines applicable to building purposes to quite 
large proportions within a brief time.

IRON BARS. 


The iron bar market continues to present a weak 
and demoralized appearance. Prices are irregular, and 
in some cases have been offered as low as $1.51. Most 
of the local dealers, however, are holding at $1.56. 
The Pittsburg market is weak and uninteresting, with 
prices generally on the basis of $1.40, and in some 
cases as low as $1.35 being done. 


COKE. 


The coke market continues to maintain an easy posi- 
tion. With the prospect of decreased iron production 
this year and the shutting down of the blast furnaces 
in nearly all sections of the country, contracting has 
been greatly curtailed. The ovens are being shut 
down in many cases, and other production is being re- 
stricted to five days a week. Prices are about on the 
basis of $2.50@3.00 for good grades of 72-hour Con- 
nellsville foundry for both spot and future delivery. 


PIG IRON. 

The pig iron market during the past week has given 
evidence of a lack of interest in pig iron and has shown 
a dearth of others that has almost forbidden quotations 
at all. A number of 1907 contracts have been can- 
celled of late through arrangements with furnaces by 
which settlements were made on the basis of the pay- 
ment of margin. Southern iron continues on the basis 
of $13.00 Birmingham for No. 2 Foundry and $18.00 
for Northern No. 2 at Chicago. A few contracts for 
large tonnage of Southern iron have been reported at a 
shade below $13.00 Birmingham. There is a consid- 
erable amount of inquiry for iron but not for imme- 
diate livery. A number of large smelters appear to be 
feeling the market and, all things considered, the iron 
market while not at all active is thought to be in a 
more promising condition than it has been for a num- 
ber of weeks past.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: A week with gradually increasing interest in in 
quiries and placing of a number of small orders has been the 
record in the trade. There have been quite a number of 
sales for immediate delivery, indicating a lack of supply on 
the part of those concerns which are consuming iron regu- 
larly. Manufacturers are apparently running with very low 
stocks and the buying movement should increase gradually 
from now on. One or two fair sized inquiries pending for 
tonnage over six and eight months of this year is further 
indication of renewed interest on the part of buyers 

It is an interesting fact that three-fourths of foundry 
iron sold since the first of January has been taken by pipe 
companies, and it is only recently that there has been general 
action on the part of other buyers looking toward a portion 
of their 1908 supply. 

Business in finished steel products since the first of the 
year has been fairly active and interest in this class of ma- 
terial has been quite pronounced. The week has seen som¢ 
good orders for structural steel placed in the east and there 
is a more general movement in improvement of building 
trades and business requiring structural steel and allied 
products. 

The coke market is easy with little improvement in the 
demand for furnace coke and supported mostly by sales of 
spot coke for foundry use. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report—There is more iron being bought these days than 
might appear on the surface. It is true that there is no wild 
rush of purchasers to the bargair counter, but there is none 
the less a steady buying in small lots that really amounts to 
a great deal in the aggregate. Business is enlivened by the 
constant effort of consumers to beat down the prices of 
sellers. There are many melters of iron who* have made 
offers considerably under the views of the furnacemen and 
the subsequent negotiations add a touch of color to the situa- 
tion. Another thing that has marked the week is the order 
ing of iron forward on hold-over contracts from 1907. 

There is no doubt that iron is cheap at present. And by 
cheap we do not mean that it is so in comparison with the 
prices ruling six months ago, but it is cheap because it can 
now be purchased at just about the cost of manufacturing 
In fact, scores of furnaces in all sections are shut down sim- 
ply because they cannot possibly get a new dollar back for an 
old one. It is not alone the lack of demand that has put 
furnaces out of blast, but the shrinkage in price has left them 
facing a heavy loss. There may be some _ exceptionally 
favored furnaces in the country that can afford to make and 


. sell iron at to-day’s prices or even less, but there are not 


enough of them to supply the demand even of slack times. 
It is certain that a brisk demand for iron in less than a week 
would develop a great shortage in supply. But while demand 
has increased it has not yet reached proportions to thoroughly 
test the market. The majority of the makers of iron are 
now, figuratively speaking, “In their last ditch.” They have 
everything to lose if they were to try to force iron on the 
market to-day, and nothing to gain. They must either get 
present prices or higher prices or quit. And much of the 
iron recently sold has been bought because the buyers figured 
that it was at the bottom.
